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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Gibbons et al. (5,305,020). 

With respect to Claims 1,6,1 1 ,16-17, Gibbons teaches the printer in the Title, the print 
modes( pre-coat or not to pre-coat or transparency) in column 6, lines 60-63 and his 
claim 9, the plurality of paper feed means(trays) 120 or 122 in figure 3A, the means/step 
for designating the print mode 54 on the front page diagram, the means/step for 
selecting the paper feeding means in column 7, lines 23-68 and column 8, lines 1-60 
and the means for discriminating 46 on the front page diagram. With respect to Claim 2, 
Gibbons teaches the means for detecting 46 (media switches) on the front-page 
diagram. With respect to Claim 3, Gibbons teaches the setting means 130 in column 6, 
lines 15-25. With respect to Claim 4, Gibbons teaches the error output in column 6, lines 
58-63. With respect to Claim 5, Gibbons teaches the automatic selecting means in 
column 7, lines 44-50. With respect to Claims 7,15, Gibbons teaches the setting means 
46 (media type) on the front page diagram and the second discriminating means 56 on 
the front page diagram. With respect to Claims 8-9,12,14, Gibbons teaches setting 
means function in column 8, lines 53-65. It is noted that the information(print jobs) in 
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Gibbons is from outside the printer 10 on the front page diagram. With respect to Claims 
10,13, Gibbons teaches the setting means function in column 7, lines 39-50.
